I have  the  hono'Ur  to  present  my^  Annual  Report  for  the  year 
1954;  in  accordance  with  the  instructions  of  the  Minister  of  Health. 

During  the  year  the  health  of  the  District,  remained  satisfactory. 
The  number  of  cases  of  notifiable  iitfcctious  diaease  being  only  6, 

These  were  3 cases  of  measles,  .2  of  scarlet  fever,  and  1 of  \7hooping 
cough.  In  addition,  there  were  12  cases ’of  pulwona:^  tuberculosis. 

The  figures  for  1953  wore  27  cases  of  notifiable,  infectious  disease,  and 
11  of  tuberculosis. 

There  has  again  been  a fall  in  the  number  of  births  in  Brixhara, 
fixbm  113  in  1953  to  99  in  1954«  This  gives  a crude  birth  rate  of 
11.14  per  1,000  population,  which  compares 'with  12,33  per  1,000  the 
previous  yoar,  and  v/ith  a ijirth  rate  of  15,2  for  England  and  Wales. 

When  allowance  is  made  for.  the  large  nuraber  of  .elderly  people  who  live 
in  Brixliara,  the  figure  of  12.43  births. per  thousand. population  is 
arrived  at,

• There  was  also  a reduction  in  the.  number  of 'deaths  occurring  in 
Brlxhara,  there  being  133  in.l953>  and- 129. in  1954*  'This  gives  a death 
rate  of  14*51  per  thousand  population,  and  when  corrected,  according  to 
age  and  sox  of  the  population  1j0.59,  The  rate  for  the  previous  year 
was  15 ,10  and  11^47  respectively, . and  the  ra.'f^Q  England  and  Wales 
as  a whole  is  11,3  . 

Wlion  considcidng  the  vital  statistics  of  Bidxliam  it  is  as  well 
to  keep  in  mind  tliat  only  a small' population,  is  affected,  and  that 
consequently  there  occur  what  appear  to  be.  quite  marked  fluctuations  in 
the  various  totals  and  rates.  These  dif f erenco's . and  fluctuations  should 
have  no  undue  importance  attached  to  them,'.  . 

Tile  causes  of  death  are  given  in  the  accompanying  table,  * -

Declarations  of  Health  are  handed  to  the  masters  of  ships  on 
arrival  of  the  staff  of  H.M.  Customs. 

Tho  boats  of  the  local  shipping  company  are  available  for  boarding 
vessels  on  arrival. 

Notification  of  any  vessel  requiring  special  attention  is  received 
by  H.M.  Customs  or  the  local  shipping  company,  and  is  telephoned 
to  tho  Public  Health  Office, 

A mooring  station  for  infected  vessels  is  provided  at  the  entrance 
to  the  Outer  riarbour. 

Tho  Port  Medical  Officer  is  prepared  to  grant  the  usual  standing 
exceptions  to 

(a)  All  other  unhealthy  vessels  other  than  those  included  in 
Articles  12  and  14 (l) 

(b)  Vessels  othom/ise  healthy  which  have  arrived  from  listed 
ports  in  infected  areas. 

In  cases  in  which  persons  have  to  be  notified  as  proceoding  to 
this  area  from  a vessel  on  which  infectious  disoaso  has  occurred,  it 
is  tho  piractico  for  tho  Medical  Officer  to  examine  tho  person  on 
arrival  and  at  intervals,  as  required  by  tho  regulations, 

(a)  A waiting  room  is  prcvided  on  the  Pier,  whore  persons  could
